TREATYOF PORTSMOUTH

Japanese Magnanimity--Nicho-
las' Ultimatum Acceptéd.

The Last Engagement—New Anglo-
Japanese Treaty—Sea Level at Par-
ama Again Considered—New York
Won Team Match—Red, Wijite and
Blue Chrysanthemums.

The long and bloody war bstween
Japun and Russin Is ended. Terms ol
peace were settled by Mr, Witte and
Baron Komura at the session of the
confercnce ‘Puesdny morning, and In
tbe afternoon preliminary arrunge
n ents for nn urmistice were concluded
wnd the actuul work of framing the
“Treaty of Portsmouth” ‘was by mutual
Ggreement turned over o Mr. DeMar-
tens on behulf of the Russlan envoys
and Henry W. Dennison, who
fur twenty-five years has acted as
the legal adviser of the Japan foreign
office. The treaty I8 expected to be
completed by the end of the week,

For the sake of peace, Jupan with
the maguanimity of a victor at the
Iust monrent ylelded everyth ng still in
Ibfue. Russly refused to budge from
the ultlmatom Emperor Nicholas had
glven to President Roosevelt through
Ambassador Meyer,

No indemnity under any gulse, but
an agreement to divide Sakhalin and
relmburse Jupan for the malntenance
of the Russlun prisoners were his last
words. They had been reiterated In
Mr. Witte's lustructlons and in the
form of & written reply to the Jap
anéseé compromise proposal of Jast
Wednesday they were dellvered to
Buron Komurn,

Baron Komura gave way on all’ the
a'tputed polnts, With the presclence
that ever has enabled the Japanese to
guuge the mental processes of thelr
sdversaries, they had reallzed In ad
viance that peace could bo obtnined
in no other way. They had warned
thelr government. Presldent Roose
velt had also, it is believed, advised
Jopan that It was better to meet the
Russian position than to take the re
sponsibility of continuing the war te
collect ftribute. The Japanese em-
peror, at thoe sesslon of the cablnet
ond elder statesmen, had sanctloned
the final concession,

Treaty of Portsmouth Qhuﬂ.

The Treaty of Portsmouth 1s com-
pleted, It consists of a preamble and
17 artleles, the substunce of all which
has been previously glven. But there
were still differences about the word:
ing of the protocol of the last sitting
which wust be slgned Dbefors the
treaty Ifsot can be sigoed.

The signing of the treaty is to be a
very exclusive affair. The Japanese
objected to the pregence of any news-
paper correspondents or photographers
and it has therefore been deeclded that
begldes the plenipotentiaries and gee
retaries there shall be present only
Assistant Secretary Pelree represent
Ing the president, Governor McLane
of New Hampshire, the mayor of
Portsmouth, Admiral Mead, Command:
er of the navy vard, and the command:
ers of any U. 8. warships In the har
bor (In this case only Captaln Wins
low of the Mayflower).

Mikade Thanka President.

Presldent Roosevelt Sunday recelved
from the Emperor of Japan warm
thanks for hiz “disinterested and unre:
mitting efforts In the Interests of
peace and humanity,” and an expres
slon of the Japunese emperor's grate
ful appreeintion of the distinguished
part” the presldent has taken In the
Interest of peace In the Far East.

Discontent In Tokio.

been cut.

Probably the Last Engagement.

A dispatch to St, Peterghurg from
' Did#tapudze conialns the detalls of
what will probably be the last en
gogement of the war. This encoun-
ter occurred on Aug, 20 and resulted
In nn advantage to the Russians, who
took 130 prisoners. A number of Jap
anese were killod. ~The Russlan
losses were elght killed, The rem-
nant_of the Japanese retired, bhearing
}he[r wounded,

New Anglo-Japanese Treaty,

The conclusion of the new Angle-
Japanese treaty of alliance has only
now become definitely known to the
English newspapers, which are keen:
Iy Interested in it and are anxiously
@izeuss™g Its probable. contents,

An important modification binding
efther power to come to the assistance
of the other If attacked by one in-
stend, as in the old treaty, by two
powers, causes inguielnde in some
quarters, where It {8 thonght to add
enormonsly to Great Britaln's respons-
ity ; but on the whole complete sut-
isfaction 15 expressed as to the scope
of the new treaty as far as it Is at
present known.

It 18 suppoged that the new treaty
estnblishes an unqualified defensive
alllance between Great Britaln aod
Japan and it s belleved not unlikely
that Indin Is {neludod In the sphers of
territory over which the treaty alms
for the presgrvation of status quoo,
Should this prove the case, Ita value
to Great Britaln will be enhanced,

In the presldent’s order it is callet
the “consulting board of engineers,
but the letter of Chalrman SBhonts b
addressed to “The advisory board o
engineers upon plans for the Panama
canal.”

May Get Nobel'Peace Prize.

There is the highest authority al
Carlsbad for stating that there B
& strong probability that Presiden
Rooseévelt will recelve the Nobel prim
next year,

There are five Nobel prizes, found
ed by the will of Dr. Alfred Bernhare
Nobel, the Swedlish englueer and chem
Ist mnd Inventor of dynamite, whe
dled In 1866,

The prizes, each of which 1s worth
about $40,000, are awarded each yeat
for the most Important discoveries o
(1) physlcs, (2) chemistry, and (3)
physiology or medicine; (4) for the
most distinguished work of an Ideal
Istic tendency In the field of literature
and (6) for the best effort towards the
fraternity of nations and the promation
of peice,

The four first named prizes nre
awarded by Institutlons at Stockholm
and the peace prize Is awarded by a
committee of five persons elected by
the Norwegian storthing.

Red, White and Blus Chrysanthemums

Joseph Frey, head gardner at Lin
coln Park, Chiengo, (s seeking to
give the country a natlonal flower In
the form of s chrysanthemum plant
which will grow red, white and blue
blossoms.

The experlment of hybridizing
chrysanthemums and asters, whick
are closely related to the Japanese
flower, has been going on io the con
servatory at Lincoln poark. Frey has
created many wonderful combination:
In flowerdom. The plan will be re
venled by the last of Qetober, when
the chrysanthemums and Siberian as
tars beégin to head and bloom.

Seventy-Fourth at Toronto.

The 74th regiment of Buffalo at
tended divine serviee Sunday at To
ronto, Ont, with the Queen’s Own
Rifles. The route of march was
Hued with thousands of people and
the Amerlcan soldlers were heartily
cheered. The services was conducted
in the eathedral by Chaplain Gayley af
the Queen’s Own, assisted by Chaplain
Locke of the 74th. Chaplaln Gayley
spoke of the great responsibilities of
the Anglo-SBaxon race and pald a glow
ing tribute to President Roosevelt for
having brought sbout peace in the
Far East.

New York Won Team Match.

The New York Natlonal Guard
team won the natlonal team match
at Sen Girt. N. 1. with a ftotal
score of 4,528 The second prize
went to the team representing the Ine
fantry branch of the TUnlted States
army, and Ohio finished third. The
fourth prize was won by the Unlited
States marine corps, the fifth by the
United States navy and sixth and last
prize by New Jersey. New York has
now won the trophy thrice, every time
slnce It was first placed In competl
tion,

Aeronaut Biown to Shreds.

Aeronaut Haldwin of Losantiville
Ind,, was literally blown to shreds
as his balloon was floating high In
the alr at Greenville, 0. He was giy
ing nt the county fair an exhibition ot
the use of dynamite from a balloon for
war purposes, He had three sticks of
the explosive with him. When he had
reached a height of 2,000 feet the dy-
namite aocidentally exploded and bal
loon and man were lterally torn to
fragments, Baldwin's wife was one
of the several thousand persons who
saw the accident,

Boycott Under a Ban,

The Chinese government has placed
the boyeott of Amerlean products
under an imperial ban. An edict
has been lssusd by the govern
ment commanding viceroyg and gov-
ernors of provinees to take measures
for the suppreesion of the boycott and
holding them strictly responsible. The
state department at Washington has
received a cablegram from Minlster
Rockhill at Pekin glving a summary

GAVE LIVES FOR OTHERS

Seven of Sevona's Crew Volun-
teered to Remain on Ship.

Trip Ashore of Lifeboat With 11 Per-
sons Was One of Terror—Wind Car
rled Craft Parallel With Beach,
Which Was Only Five Miles Away.
Becond Boat Reached Land.

Duluth, Bept, 5.—A small boat with
five pergons from the wrecked steamer
Sevonu reached ehore safely, thus ac
counting for the safety of all In the
second boat.

Bayfield, Wis,, Sept. 5.—Eleven of
the crew of the steel steamer Sevona
were drowned by the wreck of the
steamer on Sand Island reef on Lake
Superior, late Friday night. Eleven
others were rescued, including the re-
maioder of the crew and four women.
The story of the disaster is a thrilling
tale. ;

Beven of the dead offered thelr Hves
as a sacrifice for the rest of the 22 on
board the {ll-fated ship, Of those for
whom they gave their lives four are
dend. The rest reached shore after a
night of buffeting by the waves in an
open boat, and a trip of more than 24
hours cutting a road through the wil
derness of Northern Wisconsin,

Those who gave thelr lives for their
shipmates were;

Captain E, 8. McDonald, Northeast,
Pa,; First Mate Louls Darwin, Me-
dina, O.; second mate, name unknowa,
shipped at Cleveland last trip,

Wheelman, neme unknown, shipped
at Cleveland on last trip. .

Two watchmen, names unknown,
ehipped ut Cleveland on last trip.

Wheelman, name unknown, has
brother named Denny at Buftalo dry-
dock, shipped at Cleveland.

Those who were probably drowned
In the effort 1o reach shore were;

Fireman, name unknown, sghipped at
Cleveland on Aug. 23.

Van Vieek, oller, Erle, Pa.

Oller, name unknown, shipped at
Cleveland on last trip,

Deckhand, name unknown,
Northeast, Pa.

The Sevona, a big 10-hatch vessel,
wis bound from Allouez to Erle with
ore. Four women were on board, In-
cluding the wife of the cook, C H,
Cluky. The others were aboard as
guests of the owners, and were Mrs.
8. F. Spencer and Miss Jones of Erle,
and Mrs. Whllam Phillips of Buffalo.
Friday the steamer ran Into the teeth
of the northwester, which Is still blow-
ing a terrific gale. Captain McDonald
tried to make headway agninst the
heavy sea, but the storm became too
heavy and he twrned and ran for
shelter,

Volunteered to Stay on Ship.

Sand Island Is In the center of &
patch of dangerous reefs. A mile and
a half enst of the light on the island is
the Sand Island reef. The storm was
go severe that the lookout did not sen
the Raspberry Island light., When
the Sand Island lighthouse was slghted,
it was too |Jate. Captain McDonald
tried to put about but the storm swept
his vessel on the reefs with a fury not
to be resisted. A great hole was torn
in the bow and {n half an hour the
pounding of the waves had hammered
the stout ship in two. When the shoeck
eame the captain found that there
was no chance for all to try and reach
shore and called for volunteers to stay
on the ship. More than half the crew
volunteered to stay aboard; the rest
tried to rench shore and call for help
for those who were to remaln on the
wreck. Filnally the captaln, the two
mates and four others were selected
to risk thelr lives for the safety of the
rest.

Engineer Phillips was one of the
volunteers but Captaln McDonald re
fused to allow him to remain on board,
ordering him to take command of the
ship's bout which was to take the wo-
men ashore. With Phillips went Adam
Fiden, Nichelag Fiden, C, H. Glucky,
two firemen and one deckhand, all of
Buffalo.

The storm had battered the third
boat to pleces, but a small boat large
enough to carry four took another
party. The boat with the women tried
to make Band {sland but was swept
paet. Nothing could be done except
to keep the ernft afloat, When the
boats left the Sevona, the seven left
qboard were huddled In the whael
houge waiting for the rescue that was
to come too late,

Trip Ashore of the Lifeboat.

The trip ashore of the lifeboat was
one of terror. All mnight the men
fought with the elements In the effor!
to reach shore, which was only five
miles away, but the wind was carrying
the eraft parallel with the beach and
At was daylight before the boat was
washed up high on shore, So wearled
were the men from thelr exertions
that they were nearly swept back into
the deep water by the surf

Durlng the night while the men
were trying to rench shore the women
were alternntely despalring and hope-
ful. At times they wonld pray for
thelr Mves, the men Joining, and at
other times they would help the sall
org balling the small craft of the spray
which eanme aboard congtantly.

Satarday morning the storm-togeel
party was wnshed ashore at Little
Sandy bay. Here they found a home-

from

ateader, who led them to two farme
two miles the fnterlor. The men
were 8o usted they could hardly
wiille,

While the rest of the party was
cared for at the farmhouse the engl
near and one of the furmers, Mr. Thib-

adeaun, set out with o ream for Bay-

fleld. Most of the way it was meces
sary llerslly to cut a road througt
the woods. It took until 4 o'clock ir
the afterncon to resch Bayfield, 2(
miles across the peninsula aa the crow
files.

Upon reaching Bayfield the fishing
tug Harrow of the Booth llne starte¢
out for the geene of the wreck with »
party of 15 men, headed by Englneer
Phillipf. The trip took two hours it
the teeth of the northeaster.

When the tug reached the scene ol
the wreck of the Sevona only a few
spurs and the after 100 feet of the
cruft were left. There was no trace
of the captaln and his party.

The Sevona was a steel frelght
steamer of 2,362 tons, bullt in 18060,

CHEATED POSSE BY SUICIDE.

Manlac Rune Amuck, Terrorizin,

Country For 20 Miles,

Lorain, 0., Bept. 4 —Peler Pitts, Jr
22 years old, & maniac, killed himsel
in full view of a posse of more thu
109 men who were pursulng hifh, Th
end came In 4 cornfleld near the hom:
of the grundfather of Pitts at Frencl
Cresk, Avon township, near Lorain.

Word had reached the posse tha
Pltts had sought to get into the hom:
of his grandfather and that on finding
himself barred from entrance ther
had started down the rond. The'poss
made o rupld detour and came In sigh
sf Pitts near the cornfleld.

Every member of the posse wu
loavily armed and preparations wers
wade to fire upon Pitts, when he wai
geen to vault p fence and then, whild
the pursuers watched in stlence, Pitt
drew his revolver and shot himsel
four times, dying almost Instantly,

Sherift Sallsbury was In command
of the posse. When the sherlff reach
ed the slde of Pitts, lUfo was extinct
The coroner was notified and the bod:
wus left upon the ground untll hls ar
rival,

For three days Pitts had terrorlzes
the country from Avon Beach to Lor
aln. He ran amuck through & terrl
tory of 20 miles In extent, firlng upor
men and women, Op Wednegdny
night, Pitts was charged with setting
fire to a farmhouse, the [nmates o
which narrowly escaped with thel:
lives,

He was accused next day of having
plled tles upon a rallvoad track on the
Lake Shore Eleotrle rmallway., Thi
motorman of the Toledo Limited dia
covered the pile of tes In time
avold a wreck, Everywhere the nams
of Pitts spread teorror through the
farm settlement, and many familie
fled from thelr homes to places o
more apparent safety,

Pitts was young and powerfull
buflt and he had been noted for lifs
Intelllgence. So great was.the terro
spread by the manine that farmer
wern afrald to approach him even witl
londed rifles and other weapona

On Wednesday, Pltts  fired thres
tlmes from u cornflold wupon  Miss
Mary Heckler, and that night he was
charged with having fired the Heck
ler homestead. Aets such as thesd
aroused  the countrystde. Armed
compianies of mon were formed and
they ecoured the country from Avor
to Loraln looking to kill him on sigh
It he could not be captured withou!
violence. Then came word that Pifts
had tried to force an @itrance to his
father's homestead, nnd 100 of the G0t
